P. Frye, of this 
State, and after ample debate the .Senate, 
OD the 13th of April, 18SC, by a vote of 35 
to 10, passed Mr. Frye'a resolution report- 
ed by the Foreign Relations Committee as 
follows: 


Resolved, That, in the opinion of the 


Senate, the appointment of a commission 
in which the governments of the United 
States and Great Britain shall be represent^ 
ed, charged with the conaideration and set- 
tlement of the fishing rights of the'two 
governments, on the coasts of the United 
States and British North America, ought 
not to be provided for by Congress.

Ever since Canada lost a free market for 


its fish by the termination of the W.ashing- 
ton Treaty, the people of the Provinces 
have been clamoring for a "Commission" 
to readjust the fishery questions, having 
in view the astonishing advantage they 
obtained over us in the ifive and a half 
millions award of the last Commission. 
There is not a shadow of doubt that the 
harassing of our fishermen has been part 
of a systematic pressure to force us into a 
Commission; and if, as appears to be the 
case, Secretary Bayard has gone ahead. 
and arranged for n Commission in spite of 
the declared opposition of the Senate, the 
British Minister has carried his first point 
as if h£ were at the head of. our diplomatic 
service. 


We have not the slighest doubt that if
